Police announced Radical party 
abstained from voting in 22 towns 
of Buenos Aires province, 
their abstention may throw the 
the Conservatives supporting 
President Castillo.

The day is not far distant when the services 
of every available man and woman in the 
United States will be needed for prosecution 
of the war. In Atlanta we have seen evidence 
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Enemies Within 

On December 11 a group of leaders of 
subversive organizations were arrested on 
charges of violation of the sedition laws. Among 
them were Robert Noble and Ellis O. Jones, 
leaders of a west coast organization known as 
“Friends of Progress.” On Dec@mber 22 these 
men were released, on orders of United States 
Attorney General Biddle, on the ground they 
have a perfect right to express their opinions, 
A matter of free speech, in other words. 

Since those releases, the subversive elements 
in America have ‘oldly scattered their 
poisonous, enemy-aiding propaganda. They 
reiterate, in platform speeches and over the 
radio, in printed leaflets, “The United States 
Attorney General says we have a perfect right 
to talk—and we will.” 

Noble and Jones are now involved in an 
investigation of subversive activities in south- 
ern California, being conducted by a fact- 
finding committee of the California state legis- 
lature. It was developed this week that, at a 
“mock trial” of President Roosevelt conducted 
by this “Friends of Progress” group, the 
president was found guilty of treason. Noble 
acted as prosecutor and Jones as chief justice.

There is 
no time to teach people who cannot read the 
rules of safety. They must learn and obey those 
rules from the printed word. 

A man who cannot read may secure some 
job, somewhere, that pays perhaps $12 or $15 a 
week. That is, probably, more than he is worth. 

That same man, however, able to read and 
write, is capable of filling a job that pays four 
or five or six times what he can earn as an 
illiterate. For personal reasons, therefore, it 
behooves him to learn reading and writing at 
once. 

The man who cannot read or write is a 
handicap, instead of an asset, to his nation at 
war. If he is a true American, eager to perform 
his full part in the task of defeating the 
enemy, he will, at once, learn to read and to 
write. 

Fortunately, opportunity to become literate 
is at hand for every man and every woman. 
The WPA, as part of its war program, conducts 
classes in reading and writing for adult illiter- 
ates. It is said a normally intelligent adult 
can, by close application and steady effort, 
learn to read and write in two weeks. 

The bomber plant will need all our workers. 
That means the nation will need them. Good 
pay will await all those capable of holding jobs 
in that plant. 

For their own sake, for the sake of their 
country and its victory, every illiterate adult 
Should learn to read and write before that 
plant begins operation. 

Illiterates, however, cannot read this advice. 
So, if you who read have friends so unfortunate, 
tell them about it and see that they learn the 
simple arts of reading and writing before 
another month has passed.

The Russians are realists. They have remained neutral insofar 
as Japan is concerned. There is a great Japanese army immobilized 
on the Manchurian front and Russia also has one there. How good 
it is and whether any of its regiments have been withdrawn is not 
known. Neither army yet wants a fight. 

It is known Russian bases have not yet been made available. 

Here in Washington there is a very real respect for the Russian 
ability to organize. One interesting illustration is the information 
bulletin issued daily by the Soviet Union embassy with thé modest 
little notice at the bottom of the page stating: “Material in this 
bulletin may be quoted or reproduced.” 

‘ 
BEST PUBLICITY It is the best publicity put out by any gov- 
ernment agency in Washington. It is far 
superior to that of the English. Any newspaperman, with a copy of 
the Soviet bulletin, may dash off a feature or so with no trouble 
at all. 

The Soviet government always has believed in propaganda. It is 
doing an excellent job in this country and in Europe. 

The information in the bulletin is received daily by shortwave 
radio from Moscow, In it are reports of battles, short features about 
specific units of the Soviet army. and statements by government 
officials. 

One of the more significant chapters to be found in almost every 
issue is that dealing with the organization of captured troops. 

One finds, for instance, that captured Germans have organized 
and repudiated the German government. The soldiers, whose names 
are given along with that of their regiments, state they were de- 
ceived, mistreated and that the Russians were presented as cruel 
monsters. Instead, they report, they have found kindness and un- 
derstanding. 

The Hungarian prisoners have issued an impassioned statement 
fo their troops and to their people, asking them to surrender, to 
sabotage, to delay in every way the German plans. 

The Italians have done a similar thing. 

All these are sent in pamphlets to the German army, being drop- 

ped by planes or fired from shells which do not explode but which 
break open and discharge the pamphlets. 
AS FOR RESULTS In one of the bulletins there was the story 
? of a’ German soldier—name and outfit 
given—who had deserted and who had shot two of his officers from 
ambush. He was taken by the Russians. He reported that he was 
arrested, beaten and sentenced to be killed for reading one of the 
Russian bulletins. He escaped and hid in the basement of a house 
from which vantage point he fired on and killed two of his officers 
when the Russians fought their way into the village. 

At a press conference given some weeks ago at the Russian em- 
bassy, newspapermen were astounded, a day later, to receive a 
transcript of the whole meeting with each question and answer 
noted. Many of them had not been to the embassy in years and did 
not know ‘they were known. There were several hundred of them. . 

The handling of the press conference was neat, deft and flawless. 
American and English newspapermen were impressed.

Officials have decided that pilots need not be “college graduates 
and gentlemen,” or even two-year college men, but may be ordinary 
youngsters who possess “horse sense.” 

What, then, is horse sense, and what kind of people have it? 

some years ago, when New York cops were given an intelli- 
gence test, including simple questions concerning geography and 
history, they demanded in righteous wrath: “What’s all this got to 
do with catchin’ crooks?” Of-course, the answer is that a cop does 
better if he is at least as smart as the crook. 

The present status is revealed by a recent “New Yorker” article 
concerning air raid wardens. A police captain demanded that all 
wardens in his district assemble “in this room” for a lecture... They 
came; but they didn’t get in, for they numbered over 1,400. And 
mimeographed orders sent out by the police department included 
this honey: “Bombs must not be allowed to be dropped until warn- 
ing is given.” 

Now all of this may be misleading.. An ignorant person may be 
dumb, but ignorance and dumbness are different afflictions. 

Since information is now available to everybody who can read 
or listen to a radio, it is generally assumed that people are dumb 
if they don’t know the thiwgs that have been printed in headlines 
for the last two or three years. The test for cadet pilots assumes 
this, also, for one measure of the applicant's “horse sense” is his 
knowledge of current events. 

But people may have good sense and still be ill-informed, and 
this has been proven by national polls. The curse of our country 
is not dumbness but ignorance. 

Fortune magazine polls of public opinion have won respect by 
their demonstrated accuracy. The man who directs them says they 
have proved that ordinary uneducated people equa® the most 
learned in sound and accurate judgment if they are given the facts, 
In short, they have good sense. 

But a recent poll, arranged to test the public's knowledge, 
proved less flattering. Despite recent publicity, 76 per cent of the 
people don’t know who is head of ClO, and even among union — 
members, 70 per cent are equally ignorant. People simply don't 
keep well informed. 

Whatever the reason, the condition is tragic. And the first 
concern of civilian defense should be an organized effort to inform 
every citizen, for those who do not know the facts will err in 
judgment as pathetically and dangerously as those who are stupid.

made a snap shot on a single and Dan, on the job, leaped 
into the air and snagged the falling bird before it hit the 


ground. 


“Never saw an outfielder make a better catch,” Major 
Scott observed as he moved off to find another single. 

It was a split-second retrieving and one of the never- 
to-be-forgotten pictures of pulsating action among the sedge 


fields and pines of Georgia. 


Major Scott, victim of a heavy cold, begged off 
judging in the United State Field Trials, but he 
couldn’t resist taking one final “cast”. on quail over 
the swamp-skirted acres of Ben Smith’s preserve. 

The coveys didn’t stick too well, the birds apparently 
being gun wise and flushing ahead of the dogs many times, 
but it was good hunting for a couple of days, and it was 
surprising how much better the major’s cold was when we 


left for home. 


Only Four Now 


The advancing years may be 
telling on Major Scott. Used to 


be he could bring down five quail on a covéy rise, having a 
virtual ring of birds around him as he pumped one shell 
after another into the barrel of the gun before the ejected 


hulls hit the ground. 


Four birds was the best he could do on this trip. 
And I subscribe that is among the fanciest shooting 
to be seen, especially when the shooter is using a 
pump gun—not an automatic. 
Good a shot as he is, however, now and then he “strikes 
out” on a covey rise, which just goes to show that the best 


don’t always produce. 


Luther Watson didn’t agree. 
“A fellow with the major’s experience in the field 


shouldn’t miss.” he declared. 


The secret of good bird shooting is long practice, 
plus an ability to pick out individual birds. A hur- 
ried shot into a covey never produces anything but 


a few feathers.
